I 
have done this ‘in season and out of sea- 
son."’ Every formula that I have pub-,; 
lished (and I have published them hun- ' 
dreds of times) is based on raw ma- 
| terials, such as acid phosphate, potash 
salts, cotton meal, dried blood, nitrpte of 
soda, etc. But going’ ‘‘to the mines’’ is 
rather too far. Crude phosphates are 
mined in South Curolina, Tennessee and 
Florida. As mined this crude material is 
not In shape for farmers’ use, It fs sold 
to manufactures of acid phosphates, who 
Operate large plants. They must manu- 
facture sulphurte acid on a large scale 
in order to dissolve the crude phosphates, 
Potash comes from the Stassfurt mines, 
| in Germany, by ship loads and is dis- | 
tributed in thts country by the German 
Kalj works, New York city. I do not ad- 
vise farmers to go further than to buy 
acid phosphates, potash salts, nitrate of 
soda etc., from first hands, as nearly as 
practicable, and cotton seed meal from 
the nearest mifll and ‘‘dotheirown mix- 
ing.’’ There nothing to prevent farm- 
ers from doing this. They perhaps do 
not want toe do it or are apathetic on the 
subject, notwithstanding the fac® that 
from $3 to $5 per ton may be eaved by 
buying raw materials and mixing at 
home. 

Farmers everywhere should form syn- 
dicates or fertilizer clubs and buy by the 
ear load or by the train load. I have
